GET BRIEFING 


WASHINGTON <\P) — Despite 


disagreement whether they should, 
top congressional Democrats join 
Republicans at the White House 
today for a bipartisan briefing by 
President Eisenhower on.his 11- 
nation good-will journey. 


Invited to the late afternoon

IS "MIXED"

WASHINGTON <A£) - 
Vice 


President Richard M. Nixon's en- 
try into the presidential race 
sparked both praise and criticism 
during the weekend. 


Politicians were not at all hesi- 


tant in expressing their views not 
only on Nixon, but also on matters 


j ranging from religion to missile 
tests and alleged executive misin- 
' formation. 
| 
Nixon became an acknowledged 


GOP candidate by consenting to 
have his name and delegate slates 
entered in three primaries. The 
announcement was made without 
fanfare by his press representa- 
tive, Herbert G. Klein. 


Considered A Cinch 


The three primal'ies involved 


are in New Hampshire March 8. 
Ohio May 3 and Oregon May 20 


Nixon is considered a cinch for 


the nominal ion New York's Gov 
Nelson A. Rockefeller said during 
the holidays he would not seek it, 
and no one else has appeared tc 
challenge Nixon. 


Sen. Everett M. Dirksen <R-I11> 


the Senate Republican leader, said 
he wasn't surprised by what he 
called the agreeable news about 
Nixon. He added "we do believe 
we have a candidate who is a 
winner." 


Appraisals Differ 


Dirksen said Rockefeller had 


made a "\ery realistic and very 
practical" move in withdrawing. 


Sec. Thruston B. Morton iR-Ky), 


Republican 
national 
chairman, 


said Nixon would be an "articu- 
late, vigorous and tough candi- 
date." 


Democratic National Chairman 


Paul Butler had a different de- 
scription. He termed 
Nixon a 


"shrewd, devious political opera- 
tor." 


The two chairmen agreed on 


one point. They told a television 
audience that religion will not be 
an important factor in the fall 
elections. 


Democratic Picture 


One of the announced contenders 


for the Democratic nomination is 
Sen. John F. Kennedy (D-Mass), 
a Roman Catholic who also has 
made it clear that he thinks reli- 
gion should play no part in the 
consideration of candidates. 


Kennedy's only announced oppo- 


nent for the nomination so far is 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey (D- 
.Mimi). He was speech-making in 
the West during the weekend. 


Humphrey said in an interview 


at Salt Lake City that the United 
Nations should supervise missile 
tests and that the United States 
should ask the U.N. to supervise 
underground nuclear tests.

the country, hit on 51 per cent of 
the field goal tries and sent Le- 
high down wiih its sixth straight 
loss by walloping the Engineers 
75-59 Saturday evening before a 
capacity 1 crowd of 1,400 fans in 
Eddie Plank gym. 


Coach Bob Huhon's Bullets are 


4-6 on the season and 3-2 in 
Middle Atlantic Conference play. 
Lehigh now owns a 2-8 record and 
is 24 in league competition. 


The Bullets ripped the cords for 


36 of 70 shots from the field to 
maintain an outstanding .468 per 
cent in ten games. Ron Warner 
accounted for 13 of 23 while Bill 
Fitzkee and George Burnel each 
landed six for 10.

Weaver exchanged opening shots. 
Bob Happ connected on a jump

Brandl and Weaver landed three 
quick goals to make the score 13- 
8 in favor of Lehigh.

jump. Warner tapped a rebound. 
Burnet followed with a foul and 
Warner checked in with another 
jump. Brandl 
connected on a 


drive, Bill Fitzkee added a hook 
to the right and Jack Palii dunked 
a jump to make the score 17-17 
with 10.41 minutes remaining in 
the first half. This was the last 
time the Bullets were ever tied 
or behind. Bill Hemsing and Bob 
Parker scored jumps and Fitzkee 
added a pair of lay-ups to put the 
home team in front 25-17. 


Burnett, Warner and Parker 


rounded out the scoring for the 
Bullets during the remainder of 
the half and at intermission Get- 
tysburg led 38-27. 


Gettysburg held a 
nine-point 


lead during the first nine minutes 
of the second half, but from that 
point on the lead began to increase 
and was never cut. 


Besides the spot substitution of 


Bruce

through 38 minutes of the game 
with his first six men. During 
th« last couple of minutes, he 
cleared his bench. Tony Packer, 
Lehigh coach, went the entire dis- 
tance with his starting five. 


While the Bullets hit on a good 


percentage of their goals, they 
also received considerable help 
from the rebounding of Bill Fitz- 
kee. who grabbed 15 during the 
contest. The team netted 49 to 
Lehigh's 39 rebounds. Bob Parker 
was at his usual best in setting 
np the plays and sparking the de- 
fense. 


Norm Brandl was top man with 


28 points while Ron Warner re- 
corded 27. Ken Weaver was run- 
ner up for the Engineers with 16 
while George Burnett landed 14 
and Bill Fitzkee and Bob Parker 
racked up 12 for the Bullets. 


The Gettysburg freshman team 


fell behind 18-0 in the first five 
minutes and were completely out- 
classed as the Lehigh yearlings 
took an 80-48 decision in the pre- 
liminary7 contest.

HARRISBURG (AP>—Gov. Law- 


rence signed a record 791 laws 
during the 1959 Legislature and 
vetoed 23 bills—fewer than any 
other Pennsylvania governor in a 
single session. 


He approved the last general 


law Saturday. 
It provides that 


when a legislative session extends 
beyond Sept. 1, its laws will take 
effect 60 days after signature if 
there is no elfective date in the 
bill. The old law provided 
that 


they went into effect immediately. 


The 791 figure compares with 


678 laws signed by former Gov. 
Leader in the 16'2 month 1955-56 
session. 


Lawrence's 23 vetoes were the 


fewest since the 1937 session when 
former Gov. Earie rejected 26 
bills. The highest number of vetoes 
—256—were turned in by former 
Gov. Pinchot during the 1931 ses- 
sion. 


The figures don't include appro- 


priation bills.
